ing away a few leisare minutes
thiglong winter evening. So much
by way of introduction.

The lot, of one acre, was rather
light, sandy unpland, which had
been manured the year before for
wheat, and eleven bushels of wheat
barvested from it. The prepara-
tion commenced about the middle
of Februnary, by turning over with
one of Brinley's Universal one
horge tarn plows, fullowed in same
furrow with common old 'fashion.
ed coulter, each plow going as
deep ns one horse could pull it.—
It remained in that condition until
about the middle of April, when
it:-was laid off in four feet rows
with a long and very wide, double
twister or shovel, run twice in
same furrow, followed by coulter
twice to the row, The rule being
applied, exhibited a depth of from
tlirteen to seventeen inches. In
& few days,a mixtare of Peravian
Guano, Ground Bones, Plaster and
Salt, manipulated according to Mr.
Dickson’s formula, to wit: One
hundred pounds of Guano, one

hundred of seventy-five of

‘his experiment is not made
public because there is anything
remarkable or original in the pre-
paration; cultivation or result, (al-
thongh it was very | for such
a dry year,) it ie ein the hope
that it may stimulate others to
give the result of their experi-
ments, so that, by comparin
methods, we may attain that whi
is most profitable. The general
plan of preparation and caltiva-
tion was derived fron Mr. Dick
son’s letters; the double plow for
covering, and the harrow for cul-
tivating, being snbstituted for his
board or harrow sweep.

We prefer the donble plow to
cover with, because it throws the
seed to the cemtre of the furrow,
causing them to come up Thore
regularly and in & straight line,
leaving a little ridge to be knocked
off, which cleans off the grass and
gives a fresh, smooth {or the

lants to come mp upon, and also
re:wing the furrows as & guide by
which to ron round, ansgling the
plowman to run close and evenly
to the cotton with case and rapid-
ity. The board or harrow, will
necessarily scatter the seeds to
some extent in covering, and if
there shonld occur a lieavy rain
before the plant is np, the ground
bakes, and often there are defective
stands; it also leaves the cotton in
bad condition to be run round as
being scattered, the plowman can-
not run a8 close and as rapidly as
when the plants are in a straight
liwe and & guide to run by. e
advantages claimed for 'ie har-
row, are, that it pulverizes the
{:nnd more thoroughly, and kills
the grass better than the sweep, as
it destroys the by tearing it
up and rolling it to the center of
the middles, whereas the sweep
cuts it up, but leaves it where it
grow—and shonld a rain oceur, it
will not die. Then there is no
danger of eutting the lateral roots
which run near the surface with
the Larrow, as is often done with
the sweep. This is debatable
ground, so I will not press: the
matter forther.” ' .
